A Greek Patriot : 


Archbishop Damaskinos, who has just 
become regent of Greece, is a man whose 
outstanding personality, high position and 
courage will Jend a new note of confidence 
to the situation in his unhappy country. 

In 1928, when he was Archbishop of 
Corinth, he was the leader of relief and 
rehabilitation after the city was devastated 
by earthquake. Later he went to the Unit- 
ed States to compose the quarrels between 
the Greek churches there. 

He became Archbishop of Athens soon 
after the Germans occupied Greece, and 
under his leadership, the church played its 
traditional part as the centre of resistance 
to foreign tyranny. The Archbishop de- 
fied the Germans many times and made 
td public protests against their bru- 
tality. 

On one occasion he protested against 
murder of hostages, pointing out the dis- 
astrous effect when the community was 
deprived of fathers, sons and leaders of 
intellectual life. He offered another list of 
men who were ready to be shot in place 
of these hostages. It containd his own 
name. 

Archbishop Damaskinos is respected 
throughout Greece and enjoys the con- 
fidence of those abroad who are acquaint- 
ed with his character.

Root and Branch 


The cold-blooded murder of 115 
American prisoners-of-war has added an- 
other item to the long list of war crimes 
for which a stern accounting will assured- 
ly be demanded of the Nazis. 

The immediate responsibility rests with 
the commander of the fleet of tanks whose 
guns committed the outrage. But junior 
officers do not do such things without 
orders from higher up the scale of author- 
ity. If Hitler and his high command did 
not expressly order this kind of war in the 
Battle of the Bulge, they have set the pat- 
tern in other theatres into which this 
barbarous action fits. 

From top to bottom the Nazi organ- 
ization is inspired by savagery. The mas- 
Sacre of captured British airmen, the 
“death factories” in Poland, the mass 
murder of men, women and children in 
Russia, are all of a piece with this latest 
exhibition of frightfulness. 

Germany is ruled by men who neither 
fear God nor respect law. There can be no 
peace nor security until their power is 
broken, the criminals high and low brought 
to justice, and a generation of perverts 
either exterminated or put under discipline 
which will leave them powerless to do th: 
evil to which they have been schooled from 
the cradle.

Greetings From Hitler 


Herr Hitler, or whoever delivered the 
New Year message in his name, left the 
people of Germany in no doubt as to what | 
kind of a year it is to be for them 

It was a message of threat, not aimed 
at the Allies, but at Germans who do not 
jump when the whip cracks. “Destruction’ 
was promised in set terms to any who do 
not obey to the letter whatever demands 
may be made upon them. 

The inference is that a good many 
Germans have not been doing this, or have 
not been doing it with wholehearted en- 
thusiasm and to the extreme limit of their 
powers. For such the headsman waits and 
the prisons yawn. Such was the tenor and 
substance of the Fuehrer’s New Year mes- 


His hearers have no cause to doubt 
either the deadly earnestness of this sent 
ence nor the ability of their master to 
enforce it. Himmler is a busy man these 


days, and clothed with authori'y he never | 


had before. He issues orders in the name 
of the Reichschancellor himself, and car- | 
ries them out with his own particular per- 
sonal yen for cruelty. 

Whether it is destroying a village, 
hanging women in the streets, or sending a 
colleague to the block, Himmler does it 
with a readiness which leaves no room for 
hope that the fate now promised to dis- 
senters will not befall them. 

This Nazi New Year grecting was at 
least distinctive. Perhaps Premier Koiso 
addressed his countrymen in like vein 
Elsewhere the world rang with expressions 
of good-will, while the Berlin radio pro- 
nounced the doom of any German who 
wavers in allegiance to the Austrian 
Steulpnagel.

In return Hungary has been made a 
battle-ground, to hold back devastation 
from Germany. The plight of its people is 
desperate and must be prolonged. When 
peace comes they will have no claims on 
the Allies and can expect no help from 
their senior partner. Hungary was not 
prosperous in pre-war times. But pre-war 
conditions may well seem Utopian when 
compared with the outlook.

The 
exemption of any class increases 
the burden of all others. 

Mr. King proposes, for example, 
to exempt members of parliament 
from taxation on their indemnities, 
a thoroughly vicious precedent; for 
presently we shall see judges ex- 
empted from taxes; and then civil 
servants, if they are influential 
enough, and then liquor vendors 
and pound keepers, until at last 
only a few people, and the best 


|people of the country, who have no 


tglent for intrigue, will be paying 
all the taxes.

They would have revolted before 
this, T imagine, if they had realized 
what the present exemptions were 
costing them. It is for this reason 
that a xoyal commission is about to 
investigate the taxation of co-op- 
eratives, with sessions in Vancou- 
ver in January. Now, this is not to 
say that co-operatives should be 
taxed. It would be sounder by far 
not to tax any business corpora- 
tion, private or co-operative, but to 
follow the British system of taxing 
profits only when they reach the 
shareholder. 

Our trouble is that we are thresh- 
ing about in the dark because we 
have not made a fundamental de- 
cision clearly in our minds. Before 
we can settle the tax problem or 
any other large economic problem 
in Canada, we have to make up our 
mind whether we want private 
enterprise or whether we are work- 
ing towards socialism. If we are 
working towards socialism I can 
think of no quicker method than to 
discriminate in taxation, tax in- 
dustry to death and deliberately 
penalize any man for superior work 
and special talent.

Japs Lose Men at 14 to One 


From the New York Times 
The Japanese commander on 

Guadalcanal, in a message to his 
troops in late December, i%42, told 
them he knew they had been 
through a terrible ordeal fiom the 
shelling and bombing of the “cow 
ardly” Americans, who chose to 
fight with those weapons instead of 

coming out in the open for hand 
to-hand combat, but that in the end 
the brave methods of the Japanese 
| would prevail. They didn’t prevail 
on Guadalcanal. 

Two years later they are not pre- 
vailing on Leyte. The “cowardly’ 
Americans continue to kill Japan 
ese at an over-all ratio in the 
Pacific since the start of the war at 
13 to 1, and on Leyte at a ratio of 
31 to 1. 

There are many reasons for the 
high Japanese casualties and the 
jow American totals. The principa! 
one is the difference in fighting 
techniques. General MacArthur ex 


plained the American philosophy 
of combat when he said that the 
greatest possible care is being 
taken to minimize our losses 
“Frontal assault methods are being 
avoided as far as possible, and 
every artifice of manpower and 
superior firepower is being exerted 
to prevent battle casualties,” he 
said. “As a result, they continue 
light.” A similar explanation was 
given by General Vandergrift of the 
Marines during the fighting on 
Guadalcanal to explain the slow- 
ness of advance. 

The Japanese philosophy is ex 
actly the opposite to that of our 
commanders. They expend men 
lavishly while conserving ammuni- 
tion. They often start a charge 
without artillery preparation. They 
seem not to have learned the les 
son that soft human flesh, no mat 
ter how brave the heart that drives 
it, is no match for a steel bullet o1 
shell. Their philosophy of life and 


death gives their fanaticism a sense- 


less expression, such as in their 
banzai charges, that makes them 
easy to kill. 


Even with this American tech- 
nique of not using a man to do a 
job a shell or bullet can do as well, 
if you've got the shells and bullets 
and bombs, it is not possible to 
avoid all casualties. There are jobs 
that the guns can’t do alone Such 
was Tarawa 

When the necessity arises, our 
men have shown themselves equal 
to the Japanese in bravery and 
superior in every other attribute of 
warfare, from a gun fight to hand- 
to-hand knife and fist combat. This 
much every American fighting man 
knows, and it is an important factor 
in morale among our compat troops 
that every effort is made to hold 
down losses, and that his chances of 
survival under those methods are 
better than 10 to 1 over those of the 
enemy he fights.

“It does so partly because she in 
her unmarried days of economic 
self-sufficiency has acquired stan 
dards of living which, naturally, she

| occupation of their unmarried days 

sometimes for the money they 

bring, more often, perhaps, for the

Woman Doctor 


All this brings to mind the strug- 
gle which Elizabeth Blackwell, 
known as the first woman doctor 
hed when she attempted to enter 
the medica] profession. A woman 
friend advised her to disguise her 
self as a man and so obtain 
her degree 

Elizabeth Blackwell was born at 
Bristo] in 1821, one of a large 
family, and she went as a girl to 
America. There the idea of study- 
ing medicine came to her but she 
was said to have developed an aver- 
sion to men and abhorred the idea 
of marriage. 

Instead, she became fired with 
the idea of service to humanity. 
She tried unsuccessfully to enter 
|medical school at Philadelphia in 
1847, boarded with a doctor and 
his wife, and continued to study 
anatomy. 

She visited and argued with one 
afier another of the medica) 
faculty, to convince them of her 
interest and sincerity. Bul she had 
to go first to Europe, and at 
Geneva she was the first woman 
smedical student lo be admitted) 


and, two years later, to get her doce 
tor’s degree.
